El, DORADO, IL, Sept. 28.—Four men 
broke into the bank of C. F. Burnett 
& Sons here at 2 o’clock this morning 
and wrecked the bank vault with dyna- 
mite and carried away between $8000 and 
$10,000 in currency and gold belonging to 
the bank, $240 in money and half a 
dozen gold watches, belonging to Jewel- 
er H. L. Jones,. which was in the vault 
for safe keeping, fought a bloodless pis- 
tol fight with citizens and escaped. 

Three of the men entered the bank, 
which is in a building occupied as a 
department store by C. F. Burnett & 
Sons, who also own the bank, by pry- 
ing open the door of the dry goods de- 
partment and breaking the lock be- 
tween that and the banking room. 

The fourth man they left in the street 
as a lookout to warn of approching 
danger. 

Inside the bank a charge of dyna. 
mite was set against the door of the 
vault and exploded, completely wreck- 
ing that side of it. 

Evidently the robbers feared the ex- 
plosion of the dynamite would wake 
up the citizens and gathered up what 
they away with in a hurry, for 
loose change was left behind and the 
funds of the Postoffice which Postmas- 
ter John Yost places in the bank vault 
every night were not touched. 

They were in a package and wefe 
found after the robbers had gone, lying

The explosion did awaken some of the 
citzens. But by the time anyone could 
get on the street the robbers had got a 
good start and in the darkness it was 
not possible to catch up with them. 

Sharp Fight With Robbers. 

There was a sharp little fight between 
the robbers and Mr. Lynn, who lives 
just across the street from the bank. 

Awakened by the sound of the ex- 
plosion, he got up and went to the win- 
dow of his room and saw the dim out- 
line of the guard the burglars had left in 
the street. 

“What are you doting there? 
Lynn. 

“Get back to your bed, you —— fool,”’ 
retorted the robber 

Lynn got back, but it was to get his 
revolver. 

Coming to the window again he saw 
three men coming from the bank and 
run up the street carrying a sack. 

He fired through the window at them. 

The first man he had seen Standing in 
the street returned the fire and ran. 

The bullet crashéed through the win- 
dow at Lynns side, passed across the 
room and smashed some bric-a-brac on 
the other’side and buried itself 
wall.

They also, before finding what the 
loss had been, offered a reward of $200 
for any information leading to the cap- 
ture of the robbers. 

The posse which started after the rob- 
bers soon lost the trail and returned. A 
telephone message was sent to Harris- 
burg for the pack of bloodhounds which 
is kept at that place. They arrived here 
at noon and were at once put on the 
trajl, and started without hesitation in 
the direction of Texas City. 

It is believed here that at least one 
in the party of robbers was thoroughly 
conversant with the inside of the build- 
ing in which the bank is located. Sv 
far, however, no clews have been dis- 
covered

No Surplus of Good Labor. 

“Mr. Lesans suggestion that we must 
provide employment for the newcomers 
is correct, but it is my experience that 
there is no surplus of real good labor in 
St. Louis at the present time. 

“Why, look here,” and Mr. Brown 
took a sheet from his desk. ‘‘Here is 
today’s report from our several facto- 
ries of the orders they were unable to 
fill. Here is 190 dozen pairs the factories 
are unable to get out. Why? Simply be- 
cause we cannot get enough help. I am 
prepared today to give employment to 
300 shoe operators, and what is true of 
our concern is probably true of others 
in St. Louis. 

“Is is the same in other branches of 
manufacturing. Never in the history of 
the city has the manufacturing business 
been in such a healthy condition as at 
present. 

“Now is the time to take advantage 
of such conditions. Let a concerted 
movement take place, setting forth 
what St. Louis is doing, and show peo- 
ple what we are doing. Then we will 
begin to have inquiries about the open- 
ings here and the increase in population 
is bound to come. 

“The exploitation of ‘Made in St. 
Louis’ is an admirable suggestion and 
should bear fruit. Let people realize 
what we are and they will come here. 

“As to raising funds for this advertis- 
ing, the best course, without doubt,.is 
by popular subscription. Let everyone 
take a hand and bear a share of the 
expense. No St. Louisan could help be- 
ing benefited by a larger population. 
If the Million Club will get together 
and put its shoulder to the wheel there 
will be no difficulty in raising the funds 
necessary to carry out Mr. Lesan’s 
plan. But ‘What's everybody's business 
is nobody’s business’ and it is neces- 
~sSary for someone to take up the mat- 
ter and keep it going. 

“Keep at It.” 

“The action of the Post-Dispatch in 
keeping at this matter, hammer and 
tongs, without let-up, is the way to ac- 
complish something. It is not enough to 
simply say something about what we 
want. Keep at it. Success in advertising 
comes from keeping the name contin- 
ualiy before the public.

Commissioner Aull Wants an 
Apropriation of $50,000 
to Start With.

Louis is to have a new Zoo if 
the plans of Park Commissioner Rob- 
ert Aull for that purpose are carried 
Out. The intention is to make it one 
in harmony with the size and impor- 
tance of the city. 

An ordinance is now belng drafted 
to be presented to both of the muni- 
cipal houses within the next. ten 
days. It will authorize the estab- 
lishment of a zoological] department 


under the direction and control of 
Of the Park Commissioner. The ob- 
ject will be to establish a free zoo- 
logical farden in Forest Park con- 
taining cOllectiong of North Ameri- 
Can animals for the benefit and en- 
joyment of the general public, the 
z0Ologist, the sportsman, and every 
lover of Nature. Also the systematic 
encouragement of interest in animal 
life or zoology among all classes of 
the people and the promotion of zoo- 
logical science in general. 

For this purpose Mr. Aull says that 
there ought to be an appropriation 
Of $50,000 to begin with. 

It is the intention of the Park 
Commissioner to visit all the great 
z00s of the country, and have plans 
prepared for a great zoological build- 
ing. Competent draughtsmen_ will 
prepare these plans. 


Finest Elk in This Country. 


The general idea is to embrace al! that 
natura] amphitheater composed of the 
any surrounding the valiey where the 

ird cage is located in Forest Park, 
which is today the center of attraction 
at that opular recreation ground. 
There is “lready a fair nucleus for a 
Zoo at Forest Park, including deer, elk, 
bear and buffalo. 

President Roosevelt said he never saw 
such fine elk as he saw in Forest Park. 
One of them is a huge animal, with 
antlers measuring five feet. 

Speaking of other zoological gardens 
Mr. Aull said: “The citizens of Ne& 
York through its zoological society sub- 
scribed $1,000,000 for an institution of 
this character, and constant liberal ap- 
peversations are being made to it. 

here was $115,000 subscribed for theif 
bird cage ulone, and $24,000 for their 
lion house. 

“IT would like to make a few compari- 
sons between St. Louls and some other 
cities, in this zoo matter. Peoria, [IIl., 
has a park area of 329 acres, for which 
it appropriated last year $76,000; Balti- 
more, last vear, spent $356,000 on 1200 
acres of parks. 

“The total park appropriation for St. 
Louls in 1904 was only $148,000, of which 
$65,000 went to Forest Park, and the 
park area of 8t. Louis is about 1800 
acres. 

“Lincoln Park, Chicago, has about 300 
acres, and it receives annually from 
$350,000 to $450,000 in special taxation. In 
other words one-sixth, of the area in 
Chicago receives three times the appro- 
priation made for similar purposes in 
St. Louis. 

These figures show that we are far 
behind other cities as regards our 
parks, and to remedy this defect is the 
object I have in view. The Mayor and 
Comptroller Player are in hearty sym- 
athy with this movement for a Zoo.”’ 

Commissioner Aull has plans. arranged 
in which the different classes and spe- 
cies will be so distributed as to ‘as 
nearly as possible placed in their nat- 
ural environment. He has also Strong 
hopes that an aquarium will follow the 


POISON THROWN 
TO ACCUSED MA 


Bottle Found in Cell of Arthur 
Miller on Trial at New 
Madrid. 


NEW MADRID, Mo., Sept. 2.—The 
sheriff and town marshal here are bus- 
ily hunting for a clew that will lead to 
the discovery and arrest of the person 
who threw the bottle of laudanum into 
the cell in which Arthur Miller, on trial] 
here for the murder of Richard La- 
plant, was confined just before the trial 
began. 

So far they have been unable to get 
any information. 

Miller did not get the laudanum but 
other prisoners in the jail saw the bot- 
tle thrown into the cell and gave the 
alarm. At first it was thought that Mil- 


ler got the laudanum and there was 
great excitement, but a search was re- 
warded by the finding of the stuff in 
a corner of the cell. 

A theory was advanced that the same 
person who threw the laudanum was 
connected with the burning of the 
courthouse here Sunday night, but the 
mers do not connect the two incidents 
at all. 

The trial of Miller is proceeding in the 
City Hall. 

It is expected that it will be finishea 
late this evening, argued and go to the 
jury tomorrow. 

The crime for which Miller is on 
trial occurred on Jan. 23, 1905. Rich- 
ard Laplant was the son of William 
Laplant.

Telegrams were sent all over the 
country and a reward of $1000 was 
offered for Miller’s arrest. Miller was 
not arrested until April 24, when 
Sheriff Henry and his father, of this 
county, located him in Tennessee 
ard with the help of the Sheriff of 
Perry County, Tenn., arrested him. 
Miller was brought here and commit- 
tes to Jail. It is believed the triai 
will be finished by tomorrow night.

PASTOR'S QUSTING 
DUE TO LECTUR

Explanation of Dismissal of Mr, 


Hendrix. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JACKSON, Mo., Sept. 28.—Rev. A. T. 
Osbron, the Methodist minister who has 
sued Bishop Hendrix for $25,000 damages 
for alleged slander was pastur of the 
church at this place in 194, and was re- 
turned to the charge by the Conterence 
of that year. The relations of the pas- 
tor and the officers of the church were 
not altogether what they Ought to have 
been, owing to his alieged occasional 
gegiect of nis church duties for the lec- 
ture field. 

In Keoruary of the present year an 
open rupture came when Rev. M. Os- 
bron began his lectures on hypnotisin 
and spiritualism. The stewards of the 
church did not object so much to the 
lectures, but to his practicing the art of 
hypnotism. This, his friends claim, he 
had to do in order to prove spiritualism 
a fraud. 

Mr. Osbron had advertised a series of 
lectures at this place in which he pro- 
posed to produce, by means of hypno- 
tism, the phenomena which Spiritualists 
claim are manifestations of departed 
spirits through mediums. The s\ewards 
of his church summoned their pastor be- 
fore them, and steps were taken to in- 
diice him to call off the lectures. This 
he refused to do and dismissal resulted. 

In discussing his case Mr. Osbron 
said yesterday while in Memphis on his 
way to lecture in Murray, Ky.: 

“! want to correct a statement that 
hag been given publicity, and which is 
to a certain extent believed.

ENGIN MISSOURI 
LINCOLN TRUST 


Alleges Company Refuses to 
Carry Out Certain Trust 
Agreed Upon. 


TEMPORARY ORDER OUT 


Ex-Gov. Stephens Signs Lewis’ 
Bond for $5000 in This 
Action. 


E. G. Lewis of the People’s United 
States Bank applied to Judge Mcli- 
henny of the St. Louls County Circuit 
Court at Clayton Thursday for an in- 
junction against the Missouri-Lincoln 
Trust Co., restraining them from aban- 


doning a certain trust which it had 
undertaken in connection with the af- 


fairs of the Lewis bank. 

He alleges that on or about Sept. 1, 
1905, he entered into an agreement with 
the defendant company whereby they 
were to receive and hold in trust for 
him certain certificates of stock of the 
Peoplo’s United States Bank, to be de- 
livered to them by him or other stock- 
holders. 

This stock was to be exchanged in re- 
turn for other securities, or for hie 
note. Already, he alleges, the sum of 
$2000 has been paid to the defendant 
company for their services as trustes 
in this connection, and they have re- 
ceived over $500,000 worth of the bank 
stock to be held in trust. 

On Wednesday, plaintiff alleges, he 
was notified by the Missouri-Lincoln 
Trust Co. that they would have to aban- 
don the trust which they had under- 
taken under the agreement with him, 
and he alleges that this abandonment 
of the trusteeship is due to a conspiracy 
brought to bear on the defendant com- 
pany to compel ft to take such ac- 
tion. 

Judge MclIlihenny granted a temporary 
injunction. No date has been set for a 
hearing of a for and against 
the issuance of a permanent injunction. 
Lewis gave bond for $5000 in the case, 
with former Gov.

CULLOM STOR 
cVEN DENIAL 


Former Governor’s Friends In- 
sist He Is Still in Sena- 
torial Race. 


WITHDRAWAL CREDITED 


Inability of Deneen to Carry 
Out Compact Is Cause 
Assigned. 


SENATOR’S ALLIES JOYFUL 


Say “the Man Who Looks Like 
Lincoln” Is Sure to Be 
Re-Elected. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 28.—The Cullom ad- 
herents in Cook County—and indeed 
throughout Illinois—are loudly  pro- 
claiming the withdrawal of former Gov. 
Yates from the senatorial race and say 
this reported action insures another six- 
year term at Washington for ‘‘the man 
who looks like Lincoln.”’ 

Friends of Yates deny he has with- 
drawn and he himself says he has made 
no such announcement. The story, how- 
ever, is given considerable credence. 

Howland J. Hamlin, former Attorney- 
General, and Lawrence Y. Sherman, 
the present Lieutenant-Governor, have 
their lightning rods up and hope to suc- 
ceed Cullom, but skilled politicians here 
are now placing their money on Cul- 
lom. 

Treachery Is Charged. 

The most enthusiastic yates adher- 
ents cry treachery when asked why the 
son of the war Governor should abandon 
his senatorial aspirations. When ques- 
tioned closely they do not hesitate to 
name as the traitor Charles 8S. Deneen, 
who, by the grace of Yates votes in 
breaking the Sénatorial State Conven- 
tion deadlock last year, now fills the po- 
sition of Governor. 

The facts, however, do not bear out 
this accusation in its entirety, although 
it Is an open setret that Gov. Deneen 
has hardly been more than lukewarm 
in his support of his predecessor and 
quasi ally. In a word the withdrawal of 
Yates would be due to the inability of 
Deneen to “deliver the goods.’’ 

That the Governor faithfully tried to 
carry out his part of the compact is 
positively asserted by Republican lead- 
ers in Cook County. It is as positively 
added that he was emphatically noti- 
fied that few, if any, of Cook County's 
Republican legislators could be deliv- 
ered to Yates in the Senatorial contest. 

Similar word came from Deneen coun- 
tiles elsewhere in the State. As a result, 
Cullom leaders now in Chicago assert, 
Mr. Yates informed a select coterie of 
supporters here at midnight last night 
that he was no longer in the race. 

Likely to Succeed Fifer. 

In view of this report the political 
future of Yates is now a matte! 
of speculation. The most authentic re- 
port is that he will succeed Joseph W. 
Fifer as Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sioner next January. In formally an- 
nouncing his coming retirement yester- 
day Mr. Fifer denied knowledge of any 
such probability, but those who know 
the political shrewdness of ‘Uncle 
Shelby” would not be surprised if an 
intimation from ‘him that Fifer’s place 
could be his should be a ruling motive 
in the withdrawal of Yates. 

The report of the withdrawal came 
last night after two long’ confer- 
ences at Springfield. Mr. Yates was 
advised that it was the general belief 
that three candidates, with the as- 
sistance of the State organization, 
covla control a large majority of the 
legislators, who would be nominated 
at the same time the candidates for 
United States Senator are voted on. 

This would make it possible, he was 
told, for the combination which had 
controlled at Springfield last summer 
in the nomination of Mr. Deneen for 
Governor to name the successor to

IS OLD MINING TOWN, 


Parral is an old mining town of 15,000 
inhabitants. It is some 50 milés from

The proportion of foreign population 
there is not so great as in many other 
Mexican cities, but nevertheless a large

Another 
is La Discubredora, developed by an 
American named Johnson, very rich 
and the subject of much litigation. Out 
further are the 19 mines owned by the 
Hidalgo Mining Co., a Pittsburg con- 
cern, which has recently been sold to 
an English syndicate, toether with the 
Parral & Durango Rallroad. 

The American Consul, J. A. Long, is 
general manager of this railroad and 
the mining company. He has lived in 
Parral 20 years, and has always had 
great influence with the natives.

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THE MAYOR AND THE FREE BRIDGE. 

The remarkable admission of Mayor Wells that 
he does not know anything about the free bridge 
question, coupled with his practical confession that 
he does not know there is a bridge toll on coal 
over and above all charges for hauling or delivery, 
suggests that we really need an efficient commission 
to instruct the Mayor with regard to what is going 
on around him. In the Mayor’s talk about the coal 
charge he echoes the conventional argument of the 
terminal combine and of the shippers who profit by 
its favors and who can find no arbitrary anywhere, 
although it stands out very clear in the bills of 
ordinary shippers. 

If the Mayor does not know about the free bridge 
question, he should inform himself at once, because 
it is likely to play a very important part in the 
bond issue election. The sentiment in favor of a 
free bridge as a means of aboMshing the bridge arbi- 
trary has been steadily growing for two years. The 
free bridge now has the support of nearly every 
business organization in the city of St. Louis and 
of thousands of citizens who are not in any organ- 
ization. These supporters of the free bridge declare 
that they will not support any bond issue unless 
it provides for a free bridge. The Mayor ought 
therefore to find out all about it, and as the Mayor 
of St; Louis who must pass upon the ordinance and, 
if it is adopted, subsequently direct the work, he 
‘should go thoroughly into the question of its feasi- 
bility, its cost, its maintenance and its effect upon 
“the facilities and the trade of the city. He should 
go into thes® questions of his own motion and not 
wait to be “shown.” 

The Mayor says that he ignored the free bridge 
recommendations in the communications intended for 
the Terminal Commission, because they did not con- 
cern the work of the commission. But there is no 
reason why a consideration of a free bridge should 
not be included in the work of the commission, which 
was created for the purpose of investigating the 
entire bridge and terminal situation and of recom- 
mending remedies for obstacles and defects. Cer- 
tainly the bridge arbitrary comes within the scope 
of the commission’s work, and a free bridge to abo!- 
ish that arbitrary is germane to the subject. 

Mayor Wells ought not to be either ignorant or 
non-committal on the most important issue now 
confronting the people of St. Louis.

CURIOUS FACTS ABOUT SUICIDE. 
From Leslie’s Weekly. 

Prof. William B. Bailey of Yale has 
brought out some interesting facts 
based on 29,344 cases of suicide, cover- 
ing the period from 1897 to 1901. Using 
the 10,00 unit, he finds that 7781 males 
and 2,219 females found fife intoler- 
able, and, despairing of mending, ended 
it. This leaves the ratio of cowardice 
3% to 1 in favor of feminine courage, 
Almost two-thirds of the suicides oc- 
curred between the ages of 20 and , 
Curiously enough, there are more mar- 
ried than single suicides. While mar- 
ried men are more likely to take the 
plunge than married women, single, 
widowed and divorced women are more 
than unat- 
tached males. Business losses are more 
likely to drive people to suicide than 
{11 health, Insanity, disappointment in 
love or strong drink. Monday is the 
favorite day for the rash deed, while 
few take the step on Saturday. Prof. 
Bailey’s explanation Is as follows: “Tor 
those who have endured throughout the 
week there is pay-day at hand, fol- 
lowed by 2 day of rest."" Among the 
males Monday is pre-eminently a day 
for suicide. Females prefer Sunday to 
Monday. Religious excitement may 
have something to do with this; but 
nearly a third of the domestic troubles 
leading to suicide come on Sunday. More 
than one-fourth of the suicides from 
financial trouble and ill health among 
females occur on Monday. They ap- 
parently lack the courage, in their weak 
or impoverished condition, to take up

This German railway is crossed by 11 
lines that run eastward until they 
reach the border, where they stop short, 
their loose ends pointing toward Russia. 
The border for 200 miles is crossed only 
once, at Alexandrowo, by the line from 
Berlin. To the north another line 
crosses at Soldau, to the south the line 
from Vienna crosses at Schoppinitz, but 
there is no direct line to Breslau, Dres- 
den and Leipsic. 

To the north of Russian Poland four 
railways stop at the border; in Galicia 
five. From Lodz, a manufacturing city 
of 150,000 inhabitants, one must Zo east- 
ward for 20 miles to Skierniewice and 
then north or south before he can start 
west toward civilization. 


The Polish border province of Kalisz, 
115 miles long and 75 miles wide, with a 
million inhabitants, has not a mile of 
railroad. In the German country ad- 
joining it a similar area has eight rail- 
roads from east to west and nine from 
north to south. 

The difference is patent to the eye as 
one crosses the ‘border. One drives 
along a fine macadam road which has 
stone posts marking the distances every 
sixteenth of a mile.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 28.—The grand 
jury has returned an indictment against 
John W. Hill, filtration expert and for- 
mer Chief of the Bureau of Filtration 


here, as the result of a long secret ex- 
aminhtion and investigation of the big 
filter plant job. 

The indictment contains over 120 
counts. It charges him with making 28 
forgeries and falsifications of the city’s 
official records. 

It covers almost the entire range of 
the enermous filtration work and injects 
many new complications into the gigan- 
tie jobbery. 

The money equivalent of alleged false 
entries is, in the aggregate, $2,126,000. ’ 
The contracts in connection with which 
they occur are all held by the firm of 
D. J. McNichol, of which ex-Boss-Dur- 
ham and State Senator and Boss James 
P. McNichol were equal partners. 

The indictment is interlarded with fac- 
simile pages from the bureau estimates. 
and, in addition, contains 1.1 lypewrit- 
ten pages. It is 35,000 words long and 
represents several months’ investigation 
of a small army of lawyers.

The series just 
closed in Pittsburg put the finishing 
touches to any hope the Pirates might 
have had to win the pennant. 

Pitchers Working Hard. 

McGraw’'s' pitchers, McGinnity and 
‘“Dummy’’ Taylor, are working like Tro- 
jans to regain their old-time form. They 
know that their services will be needed 
and furthermore they are anxious to 
take part in what promises to be the 
greatest games the world has ever seen. 
The Giants are the undisputed premiers 
of their organization and the same thing 
will be said of the aggregation that 
leads the American League at the end. 

McGraw believes both “Iron Man’”’ 
Joe, and his speechless twirler will be 
in good shape for these games, in which 
event he does not beliéve his team 
can lose. Matthewson has had the best 
season of his five years in the big league, 
which is saying a good deal as he has 
always been nothing short of a marvel. 


Record of Matthewson. 

A little hard luck is all that kept 
“Matty” from breaking the world’s 
pitching record this year. In a game 
in Chicago last Saturday, in which 
Lundgren was the opposing twirler, 
Christy lost his first contest after 
Winning 15 straight. The deplorable 
part of the affair was that the one 
run was scored on a fluke in the fifth 
innine. Dahlen rolled the ball across 
the diamond after he had _ received 
Bowerman’s throw to catch a runner 
at second. He was of the opinion 
that the runner was out and that the 
side was retired. Matthewson also 
started for the bench, of the same be- 
lief.

That would have made his sixteenth 
straight victory had the Giants won. 
As he has since defeated Pittsburg he 
would have broken the 16 straight 
victories of Jack Chesbro last year, 
when he was trying to pitch the 
Highlanders into the American 
League championship, in order to 
force the Giants to play for the cham- 
pionship of New York and the world. 

Matthewson’s record for five years 
probably shows him to be the best 
pitcher the National game has ever pro- 
duced. 

Giants Pull for White Sox. 

The Giants want the White Sox to 
win, although they admit that the Chi- 
cagoans now took harder to beat than 
the Athletics. Especially is this so 
since the announced incapacitation of 
“Rube” Waddell and the small proba 
bility of his taking part in the gamé 
again this year. 

An inter-city series with Chicago 
would attract more attention and 
greater crowds than games with Phil- 
adelvhia in the opinion of the Giants, 
and for this reason they prefer the Sox. 

Of course the N. L. leaders are con- 
fident of winning the championship of 
the world. They state that they will 
all be penniless all winter if they lose, 
as it is their intention to back them- 
selves to the extent of every simoleon 
they can scrape together.

Equitable’s Part in Navi- 
gation Syndicate. 


BUT PERKINS PROTESTED 


Investigation Develops Pay- 
ments Made Without Au- 
thority on Hyde's Order. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 2%.—George’ W. 
Perkins, vice-president of the New York 
Life Insurance Co. and a member of the 
banking firm of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
created a stir before the Legislative In- 
vestigating Committee today when he 
objected to a»request that he produce 
certain books of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
to explain some of that firm’s dealings 
with the New York Life Insurance Co. 
in connection with the sale of naviga- 
tion ‘syndicate bonds to the life insur- 
ance company. 

He said he would furnish copies of the 
entries referring to the transactions in 
question, but preferred not to bring 
the books. 

Mr. Hughes, counsel to the legisla- 
tive committee, for the first time dur- 
ing the investigation, showed signs of 
anger and said loudly: “I shall have 
to require that these books be  pro- 
duced."’ 

“All right,’’ replied Mr. Perktms. 

Testifying to the purchase of $4,000,000 
of Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago & 
St. Louis bonds from J. P. Morgan & 
Co., by the New York Life Insurance 
Co., Mr. Perkins said he obtained the 
bonds at $40,000 less than the price 
stipulated by the life insurance com- 
pany’s finance committee. 

Questioned by Mr. Hughes, Mr. Per- 
kins said that in this purchase and sale 
he, himself, represented both the New 
York Life Co. as purchaser, and the 
firm of J. P. Morgan & Co. ag seller. 

Testimony was.given by Henry Rog- 
ers Winthrop, financial manager of the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society, to 
the effect that when the Navigation 
Syndicate, which turned out to be un- 
profitable, made calls for money on the 
“George H. Squire trustee account” for 
payments on account of. syndicate par- 
ticipation, the money for the paments 
was obtained by borrowing $260,000 from 
the Equitable Trust Co. 

Of this amount $27,500 has been 
paid.

GREAVE’S MEMORY POOR. 

H€nry Greaves, a clerk employed by 
the Equitable Life Assurance Society, 
cuntinued his testimony before the leg- 
islative investigating committee today. 

He gave further details of the payment 

of checks to the ‘‘George H. Squire trus- 
tee account.’’ 
* Concerning one entry of $45,000 deposit- 
ed to the account on July 12, 191, and 
the immediate withdrawal of the sum by 
draft, Mr. Greaves said he knew noth- 
ing. He did not know where the money 
came from, nor by whom it was with- 
drawn. 

He could supply no information as to 
the profits of a one-half interest in a 
Chicago & Alton syndicate credited to 
the “George H. Squire trustee ac- 
count.”’ 

Other syndicate profits in 1902 and 
1908 deposited with the American Deposit 
& Loan Co., to the credit of this ac- 
count, witness was unable to explain. 
On May 1, 1901, a new book for these 
entries was opened and a balance of $62,- 
770 was credited. The pank deposit book 
was kept by Thomas D. Jordan at that 
time comptroller of the Bquitable. 
Checks for deposit to this account Mr. 
Greaves said he delivered to Mr. Jor- 
dan, 

Another entry in the George H. Squire 
trustee account under date of May ‘, 
1902, was the first payment of $62,000 on 
a navigation syndicate call by order of 
James H. Hyde. This money was bor- 
rowed from the Equitable Trust Co., by 
Jomes H. Hyde, on May 5, on the par- 
ticipation certificate. 

Witness knew nothing of this, merely 
making the entries at the direction of 
Mr. Squtre. 

‘Another entry showed a loan from the 
Equitable Trust Co. of $65,000, being the 
second call on the navigation syndicate 
and this was paid on the order of Mr. 
Hyde. On Oct. 8, 192, another loan of 
$75,000 was made from the Equitable 
Trust to cover another call on the nav- 
igation syndicate and Jan. 16, 1903, a 10- 
per cent call required another loan of 
$25,000; July 30, 1903, a fifth call demand- 
€d $25,000 which was also loaned by the 
Equitable Trust Co. These calls were 
paid on the order of James H. Hyde. 

Mr. Squire drew a check ‘for $20,000 and 
on April 18, 1904, another for $7500 to re- 
duce the loan from the Equitable Trust 
Co., On account of the navigation syn- 
dicate, but when the alvidends came in 
they were not credited to the “George 
H. Squire trustee account.” This syn-

The total sum borrowed on account of 
the navigation syndicate was $250,000, 
and on this $27,500 has been paid. Mr. 
Winthrop, in answer to a question by 
Mr. Hughes, counsel to the committee, 
said that in his opinion al] the money 
involved in the transaction was money 
that really belonged to the Equitable 

ife Assurance Society. 

A letter to the president of the Equit- 
able ‘T'rust Co., dated March 6, 1903, sign- 
ed by Geo. H. Squire, stated that he 
was acting in the above matters, relat- 
ing to the George H. Squire trustee ac- 
count, for the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society, that he was not personally re- 
sponsible, that all checks were subject 
to the signatures of Wm. H. McIntyre, 
Thos. H. Jordan and Geo. H. Squire, and 
that all moneys in both the deposit and 
loan accounts belonged to the uitable 
Life Assurance Society. 

Frisco Syndicate Profits. 

Mr. Winthrop was asked about a check 
drawn to the order of the society on 
Aug. 29, 1896, for $23,919, which were the 
profits in the rtic:pation in the &t: 
Louis and San Francisco Syndicate. He 
said a careful search failed to disclose 
that it had been recorded in any of the 
books of the society. Expert account- 
ants are still searching. 

This was also true of a check from the 
Mercantile Trust Co., for $21,906, on April 
sw, 1897, and another for $72,795 on Aug. 
26, 1897. 

Taking up the Union Pacific reor- 
Sanization, Mr. Winthrop said there 
were a number of Syndicates, all re- 
lating to the reorganization. From 
the first one Mr. Winthrop said the 
Equitable Society received $253,476 in 
profits. 

The next Union Pacific syndicate 
netted the society $58,986 on a par- 
ticipation of $375,000. In another Un- 
lon Pacific syndicate the Equitable 
participated to the amount of $2,900,- 
009, from which it secured profits of 
$912,825. 

From a fourth Union Pacifie syndi- 
cate on a participation of $500,000, 
though the society put up no money, 
75. Another 
one, a participation of $500,000, netted 
a profit of $25,000. 

No money was put up fn this trans- 
action. 

No Authority for Dividing Profit. 

Mr. Winthrop had not yet found any 
authorization for the division of the 
participation in the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy syndicate among offi- 
cers of the Equitable Society, which 
Was under inquiry yesterday. 

A transcrint of the transfers of 
stock of the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society from June 1 to Sept. 7, 1905, 
was introduced. 

An explanatory statement accom- 
panied this transcript, which detailed 
the transfers at the time of the 
change in the directorate and the as- 
sumption of the trusteeship by Gro- 
ver Cleveland, Morgan J. O’Brien and 
George Westinghouse. 

Previous to this transfer Mr. Win- 
throp was holder of 25 shares of the 
stock of the Equitable Life. Mr. 
Winthrop testified, as he did before 
the State Super!ntendent of Insur- 
ance, that he believed the actual own- 
er of this stock was James H. Hyde, 
because he turned over the checks 

“Rules” Not on the Books. 

The subject of salaries of the officers 
was then taken up. In the minutes of 
the finance committee, for Feb. 2, 1888, 
mention is made of a special minute re- 
lating to compensation of officers, but it 
does not appear on the books of the so- 
clety. Mr. Winthrop had seen it when 
he was given a copy to show to Presi- 
dent Morton. This finance committee 
fixed the salary of Henry B. Hvde. 

George W. Perkins, vice-president of 
the New York Life Insurance Company, 
was then called. eH stated that the 
New York Life Insurance Companv had 
no interest in the navigation syndicate. 
The Equitable Life Assurance Society 
paid 92% for their navigation bonds. 

Mr. Perkins was asked to clear up 
some of the questions that he was un- 
able to answer when on the stand sev- 
eral days ago. He said there was no act 
of authorization of apnroval by the fi- 
nance committee of the sale to J. P. 
Morgan & Co., and repurchase two 
days later of the $800.000 navigation syn- 
dicate bonds, on Dec. 31, 1903.

said he would produce later 

Explains Big Four Syndicate. 

Mr, Perkins testified that. authorized 
by the finance committee, he agreed to 
take from J. P. Morgan & Co., $4,000,000 
of Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and 
St. Louts bonds.

Local news is generally favorable and all 
trade reports continue highly optimistic ov 
the steel and iron outlook. 


The Steel Market. 


The demand for all'classes of steel] and iron 
products continues unabated and all indications 
point to almost record-breaking prosperity in 


this important industry this fall and winter. 
Structural shapes and bridge iron are in won- 
derfully active demand and the inquiry for 
steel rails shows no indication of failing off. 
The inquiry for structural steel for Octover is 
officially estimated at 100,000 tons, of which 
the American Bridge Co. will supply 35,000 
tons. The lron Age in its weekly review of 
the situation takes a very rosy view of the 
present and future outlook, saying that the 
past week has carried further the remarkable 
buying movement that burst upon the iron 
market two weeks ago, and the September 
tonnage is easily the greatest for a single 
month in the history of the trade. While there 
are evidences of excitement here and there, 
business for the most part has been done in 
an orderly way, and veterans in the trade 
refer to the present ‘market as the greatest 
in which they have ever participated. 


The Loan Crowd. 
Stocks in the loan crowd continue in liberal 
supply and the interest in the general list 
is light. In well-posted quarters, however, it 


is believed that the loan crowd is being doc- 
tored to hide the operations of a certain clique 
of powerful bear operators and that the loan- 
ing rates on this account do not accurately 
indicate the present short interest. 

Sit. Paul has been comparatively scarce for 
the past few days following the report of an 
early increase in the company's capital stock 
of $25,000,000, which, it is generally believed, 
will be issued as soon as the money market 
will permit. Canadian Pacific is also scarce 
and has been in good demand from the arbi- 
trage houses. Other issues wanted are: Read- 
ing, Union Pacific, Amalgamated Copper, Atch- 
ison and U. 8. Steel preferred. 

The banks in their operations with the sub- 
treasury have lost $4,762,000 so far on the 
week and the early predictions on the bank 
statement are for an unfavorable one. The 
surplus reserves must necessarily show a heavy 
reduction unless the loan item is decreased 
and a reduction in loans is improbable, unless 
artificial means, such as transfers. from. the 
local trust companies, are employed. The 
requirements for the coming October disburse- 
ments are also pressing the banking institu- 
tions and the notes of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, amounting to $50,000,000, which were 
given 18 months ago, fall due Oct. 1, and will 
be paid next Saturday. These temporary re- 
quirements will necessarily tax the money

Trading fell away arply after the noon 
period, but prices continued irregular.

Reading, which has 
been actively manipulated for some time, broke 
quite sharply, stop orders being caught on 
the way down. Southern Pacific, on the other 
hand, showed resistance to the selling move- 
ment, and this led to strengthening the opin- 
ion which has prevailed for some days that 
Southern Pacific is being absorbed by tmportant 
interests in anticipation of an early dividend.

News generally was indifferent or bearish, 
as has been the case for the pust week, but 
the punishment administered to the sherts in 
the recent rise bas made them cautious of 
over-selling the market, even on the extreme 
strong spots. 

Receipts in the Northwest contfnued heavy, 
Minneapolis, Duluth and Chicago reporting 
1034 cars against 867 cars one year ago.
